The South Vietnamese said 52 
Communists were killed and 
five captured in their predawn 
battle near Tay Ninh, about 60 
tniles northwest of Saigon. Gov­ 
ernment losses were described 
as moderate, indicating a co­ 
nsiderable number of killed or 
wounded. 
Planes and helicopters struck 
repeatedly at the Communist 
attackers and dropped flares to 
illuminate the Viet Cong at­ 
tacks. 
A search of the battlefield aft­ 
er dawn turned up fa variety of 
weapons, a spokesman said, 
including two Chinese Commu­ 
nist flame throwers. 75mm re- 
coilless rifles, antitank weap­ 
ons, and a number of machine- 
sun*. 
The 
American 
infantrymen I 
who fought nearby were en­ 
gaged in Operation Attleboro, 
which had killed 10 Viet Cong 
and captured five others by 
Thursday afternoon. 
Reports of the action today 
were incomplete, the American 
spokesman said. 
For the third day in a row, 
skies w*ere relatively clear over 
North Viet Nam Thursday after 
almost a week of bad weather.

School Levy Necessary 


(An E d ito rial) 
The Circleville School System, like many others 
in Ohio, finds itself in need of additional operating 
funds for 1967. 
Reasons for this need are numerous. One of the 
foremost is a salary schedule which will enable the 
system to attract and retain high caliber teaching 
personnel — a vital ingredient for a growing school 
population. 
Every household provider is aware of today’s 
changing economy and higher living costs. This 
situation affects the education field just as it does 
other walks of life. 
Due to sound financial management, taxation for 
Circleville school operating expenses has not in­ 
creased since 1961. Yet many educational improve­ 
ments have been made here in recent years. 
The Circleville School Board’s prime concern is to 
maintain the same high lev^i ettuy*Uuofei psogram 
that now exists. This is why members are asking for 
a 3.5 mills additional levy at Tuesday’s election. 
If the proposal is successful, the city system will 
still remain below the state average tax rate. 
Actually, the tax increase will amount to 2.5 mills 
in that one mill is scheduled to be retired in school 
bond and interest indebtedness. 
The levy would produce an estimated $130,000 an­ 
nually over a 10-year period. Approximately 75 per 
cent of this amount would be used to improve pres­ 
ent teacher salaries and provide for additional in­ 
structors that will be needed in the future. 
Although new taxes are never welcome, we feel 
the school board is justified in asking for additional 
funds. The increase, amounting to 35 cents for each 
$100 of valuation, seems like a small price to pay 
when the proper education of our youngsters is the 
objective.

U.S., Russia 
Flight Pact 


Is Signed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 
and Soviet officials sign an 
agreement today 
authorizing 
the first direct air service be­ 
tween Moscow and New York. 
The ceremony in a State De­ 
partment conference room sig­ 
nals a slight thaw in relations 
between the two world powers. 
The pact was reached and in- 
tialed five years ago, but its 
formal acceptance has been de 
layed by various pressures oi 
the cold war. 
The Soviet Union’s minister of 
civil aviation, Air Force Gen. 
Yevteny F. Loginov, and Llew 
ellyn E. Thompson, U.S. ambas 
sador-at-large are to sign th e 
agreement opening the way for 
flights on the 5,000-mile trans 
Atlantic route.

PANMUNJOM, Korea (AP) 
The United Nations Com­ 
mand, angrily protesting the 
slaying of six Americans and a

Gen. Richard Cicco- 
lella gave the warning near the

Ciccolella, after describing at 
length and with passion the 
North Korean ambush of the 
American patrol, handed the 
Communists a letter from the 
U.N. commander in Korea, U.S. 
Gen. Charles Bonesteel III, pro 
testing 12 ‘violent, unprovoked” 
North Korean attacks since Oct 
15. 
“Unless you have elected to 
aggravate the Korean military 
armistice,” 
Bonesteel 
wrote, 
“you will take appropriate ac 
do to cease these wanton acts 
of kidnaping, murder and atro 
city. You are hereby put on no­ 
tice that the United NaUons 
command Views these violations 
as grave provocations.” 
* Ciccolella said the letter “car 
ries the assurance that the Unit 
ed Nations Command will not 
shirk its duties and responsi 
bilties whatever conditions ex 
ist. The responsiblity for what 
pver consequences may develop 
from continued acts of hostility 
will rest clearly on your side.’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson cautioned Red 
China today not to make “any 
mistake in judgement” in inter­ 
preting 
the 
results 
of next 
week’s off-year elecUon. 
“I canot conceive,” he told a 
news conference, “that when 
the America people cast their 
votes, their decision will in 
any way change the govern­ 
ment’s policies” on Viet Nam. 
Johnson, who had to abandon 
a last-minute whirlwind cam­ 
paign tour because he is facing 
corrective surgery, said that 
some Republican leaders a r e 
“pulling in their horns” about 
the possible gains the Republi­ 
cans might score in the election. 
He noted in passing that Ev­ 


erett M. Dirkseu of Illinois, 
GOP leader of the Senate, has 
mentioned a figure of 75 as the 
possible Republican gains in the 
House. 
The way the President saw it. 
the party out of power has 
gained an average of 40 to 50 
seats in elections since 1890. 
But he combated any idea 
that sugh gains would mean any 
change in policy toward Viet 
Nam. For one thing, he noted 
that the presidency is not up for 
the voters’ decision. 
And when Congress votes in 
the coming session on Viet Nam 
policy, he predicted the results 
would be the same as in the 
past. He mentioned such past 
votes as 83 to 2 in the Senate 


and 410 to 5 in the House. 
So, he said, “I hope the Com­ 
munists will be very careful not 
to make any mistaken judg­ 
ments.” 
Just what impact Johnson’s 
absence from campaign halls, 
rallies and parades will have on 
the election Tuesday no one can 
say with certainty. 
One unmeasurable factor was 
whether any sympathy for the 
chief executive — facing sur 
gery after his mission to the 
Far East — would be reflected 
in votes for candidates of his 
Democratic party.

was 
whether any 
feeling of anxiety about the 
President’s condition would be

The operation, in doctors’ lan­ 
guage, is to remove a throat 
polyp and to correct an incision­ 
al hernia. 
It is expected to take less than 
an hour. Johnson’s physicians 
said the President would be hos­ 
pitalized for several days. 
The Columbia Broadcasting 
System said Johnson would en­ 
ter Bethesdo Naval Hospital on 
Nov. 21. But the White House 
insisted there has been no deci­ 
sion on where the surgery will 
be conducted. The naval hospi­ 
tal is in a Maryland suburb of 
the capital. 
Vice Adm. George G. Burk- 
ley, the White House physician, 
said there was “no indication of 
any serious problem” in connec­ 
tion with Johnson’s abdomen or 
throat 
“And his general health con­ 
tinues to be excellent,” Burkley 
said. 
Surgeons removed Johnson's 
faulty gall bladder and a kidney 
stone in 
two-hour, 15-minute 
operation on Oct. 8, 1965. 
That surgery kept Johnson in 
Bethesda Naval Hospital for two 
weeks. And he spent the rest of 
the year recuperating at his 
LBJ Ranch in Texas. 
Johnson’s doctors said his 
wearying Asian-Pacific journey 
had aggravated his abdominal 
problem. Dr. Burkley said he

ney, which ended Wednesday 
night.

“ I think the best indication of 
my general physical condition 
is that, notwithstanding the mi­ 
nor problems I have . . . even 
though I have both of 
these 
problems, I did make the Asian 
trip, I didn’t get weary, I didnt 
stay tired and I did get plenty 
of rest throughout.” 
Johnson’s 
doctors 
already 
have said his general health is 
excellent and there is no indi­ 
cation of any serious problem. 
The surgery is planned to re­ 
move a small growth from his 
throat and repair a painful de­ 
fect in the year-old scar left by 
his gall bladder operation. 
Johnson 
said 
he 
does 
not 
dread the operation. 
“I don’t recommend them, I 
don’t favor them.” he said. 
But the President said he is 
fortunate to have “ a lot of good 
help” at the White House, and 
what he described as the finest 
doctors in the land.

Harry Flood Byrd would not have 
been comfortable in the current Senate 
of the United States Congress.

Q. What is considered to be 
normal blood pressure? 
A. Blood pressure readings 
are always referred to as one 
number over another. The up­ 
per number represents the sys­ 
tolic blood pressure. The low­ 
er the diastolic blood pressure. 
The relationship between these 
two is a c t u a l l y a better in­ 
dication of health 
than the 
numbers themselves. 
A blood pressure reading can, 
as a number, be terrifying to 
patients even though it might 
be considered well within the 
normal range by the physician 
who knows the general condi- 
tiot. of the patient. 
Q. What causes pressure in 
the blood vessles? 
A. The powerful heart muscle 
pumps a quantity of blood into 
the b l o o d vessels every time 
it beats. The heart then relaxes 
for an instant before it beats 
again. Normal healthy arteries 
expand with each beat of the 
heart. 
The blood pressure in the ar­ 
teries at the time b l o o d is 
pumped into it by the heart is 
the systolic pressure. The diar 
solic pressure is that which re­ 
mains in the arteries in between 
beats. 
Q. Are there different kinds of 
high blood pressure? 
A. In reality high blood pres­ 
sure, or hypertension, is not a 
disease in itself. Rather it is a 
sign or symptom of the disease 
that causes it. 
One form of high blood pres­ 
sure, called organic, can be 
caused by chronic kidney dis­ 
ease, endocrine gland imbal­ 
ance, heart disease and arterio­ 
sclerosis of the blood vessels. 
Th s type of hypertension pro­ 
gresses if the underlying cause 
is not controlled.

This form d o e s 
not progress and can, w i t h 
proper regulation of diet, be 
kept in moderate control. 
Q. What is the treatment for 
high blood pressure? 
A. Any description of symp­ 
tom:» would, to an already fear­ 
ful person, provoke unneces­ 
sary anxiety. Headaches, nose­ 
bleeds and palpitation are not 
necessarily due to high blood 
pressure. Taking the blood pres­ 
sure during a regular check is 
the only way to find out if such 
a condition exists. 
Sometimes w h e n a patient 
sees a new doctor for the first 
time, or is examined for insur­ 
ance by a stranger, the blood 
pressure may rise even in a 
perfectly healthy normal per­ 
son. This transient hyperten­ 
sion usually is of no importance. 
It serves to llustrate that the 
emotions can affec the blood 
pressure. 
Q. Wha is he reatment for 
high blood pressure? 
A. Since, as 1 have said, high 
blood pressure is a symptom ra- 1 
ther than a disease, treatment 
is devoted to the underlying 
cause. In general the weight 
should be kept within the ac­ 
cepted normal range for size, 
age and body figure. 
Alcohol and tobacco should be 
reduced to a minimum or used 
only at the direction of the phy­ 
sician. Do not use drugs. Espe­ 
cially avoid those for weight 
reduction. They tend to make 
the h e a r t beat more rapidly 
and tend to raise the blood pres­ 
sure. 
Many important drugs that 
reduce blood pressure are now 
successfully used.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson, facing surgery for 
the second time in 13 months, is 
apparently the ironic victim of a 
necessary 
surgical 
precaution 
taken during his gall bladder 
and kidney stone operation in 
October 1965. 
Johnson 
has 
an 
“incisional 
hernia” — a form of rupture — 
that has occurred in the region 
of his year-old gall bladder op­ 
eration scar. 
The precaution —- insertion of 
rubber drainage tubes in the 
incision made for removal 
of 
the diseased gall bladder — 
might well have saved the Pres 
ident’s life or spared him possi­ 
bly dangerous >dckness if cer­ 
tain complications had arisen 
after surgery. Now, ironically, 
the President faces surgery as a 
legacy of the safeguard. 
He’s to have the problem re­ 
paired in about two weeks. At 
the same time he’ll have a tiny 
polyp growth removed from one 
of his vocal cords. The polyp is 
an occupatinal hazard of public 
speakers like Johnson.

Who are unchurched.

TODAY’S lesson deals with 
Jeremiah’s bitter denunciation 
of the f o o l i s h , hypocritical 
generation with which he lived. 
The Jews are a naturally re­ 
ligious people. From their earli­ 
est beginnings they were chosen 
by God for the most important 
disclosure ever made to the 
mind and soul of man. Through 
them God revealed His charac­ 
ter and will. 
Justifiably, the people held 
their heads high over God’s 
great honor in choosing and 
using them to achieve mighty 
ends, and talk of the Lord and 
Hia wonderful works was con­ 
stantly before them. Religion 
sprang naturally from the inner 
sources of their beings; it was 
a living, almost tangible thing, 
as it is today for a great many 
of the laity, both Jewish and 
Christian. 
But with the passing of cen­ 
turies and generations religion, 
for many of these people, had 
become a sterile m a t t e r of 
empty words, of going through 


Judah, or the kingdom of David; 
that somehow God would take 
care of them because they had 
repaired the Temple and re­ 
stored the order of worship of 
Jehovah. 
But Jeremiah knew differ­ 
ently. The Temple was a spirit­ 
ual shelter only for those whose 
words, worship, motives and 
acts were faithful to God. Those 
who had but the form of reli­ 
gion and not the content were 
called upon to confess and re­ 
pent. They could not cheat, 
steal, lie, commit murder and 
adultery, oppress the stranger 
fatherless or widow, burn in­ 
cense to Baal and follow other 
unknown gods, and still retain 
favor in the eyes of the Most 
High God. The will of God does 
not change with the passing of 
time. For their transgressions 
they would be punished. Just as 
God destroyed Shiloh for her 
wickedness, the heavy hand of 
God would fall upon Judah s un­ 
righteousness. Jerusalem would 
be destroyed and the people 
punished, c a s t o u t of God’s 
sight.

They believed no harm could 
come to the city because the 
Temple of the one true God 
stood within it; that they them­ 
selves were safe because they 
were God’s chosen people and 
carried the name of Israel, or 


The remaining verses of tha 
chapter cite, one by one. some 
further reasons for God’s anger 
with this particular generation 
of His people. They worshiped 
and made food and drink offer­ 
ings to the queen of heaven and 
other gods: they hearkened not 
to the words of God. nor did 
they heed the warnings of the 
many prophets God had sent; 
they had done evil In His sight, 
made an abomination of His 
Temple, and made burnt offer­ 
ings of their own children upon 
the altars in the high places of 
Tophet. For all of this, divine 
judgment upon the nation is a 
certainty. The country will fall 
under the triple sword of war, 
pestilence end famine, the citiaa 
will become deserted and tha 
land desolate. 
God always punishes unrigh­ 
teousness, not as a stem judge, 
but as a loving Father. God has 
no interest In being vindictive, 
for He loves each of us with an 
overwhelming love. If correc­ 
tion means the infliction of pain 
upon us, then better the pain 
than the persistence of sin.

Just as 
God destroyed Shiloh for her 
wickedness, the heavy hand of 
God would fall upon Judah's un­ 
righteousness. Jerusalem would 
be destroyed and the people 
punished, c a s t o u t of God’s 
sight.

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How Much Will Backlash Affect Elections Ail Over the Nation 


EDITOR'S NOTE — One big 
factor in this election, most po 
liticai observers agree, is the 
“backlash.” 
But 
where 
and 
how? And how tangible is it’ 
Reiman Morin, AP Special Cor­ 
respondent and Pulitzer Prize­ 
winner, traveled throughout the 
United States to assay the phe­ 
nomenon. His report follows. 


NEW YORK (API — Civil

What is the “ backlash”? 
It is the term for white reac­ 
tion to recent Negro riots and 
disturbances in a

major cities, to the Negro mili­ 
tants’ cry, * Black power!” ; to 
proposed open housing laws, to 
the many-sided aspects of the 
struggle over civil rights, North 
and South. 
Granted that the “backlash” 
stirs deep emotions 
even in 
communities where there hsve 
l*»en no disturbances, bow will 
it affect some candidates next 
Tuesday? 
Nobody can say because not 
many voters openly reveal their 
feelings, as they do about the 
issues of inflation, or the war in 
Viet Nam. 
“They use code words in­ 
stead.” a politician observes 
“They talk about ’social engi­ 
neering,’ ‘federal intervention, 
or just plain ‘liberty’ with re­ 
spect to open housing or racial 
imbalance in the schools. But 
what they mean Is racism.” 
Here are some key issues 
where the “backlash” may de­ 
termine the fate of candidates 
in Tuesday’s elections: 
CALIFORNIA: 
More than six weeks ago. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown told 
this correspondent, “The ‘back­ 
lash’ is the big X in my cam­ 
paign.”

Johnson's voice will be some­ 
what stilled after the operation, 
too “There will be hoarseness 
for two or three weeks, due to 
local tissue swelling,” Dr. Gould 
said, “but there should be no 
permanent effect upon speech.”

Just How Do You Manage 96 Stranded School Kids? 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Much 
of the latest Republican cam­ 
paign movie is apparently go­ 
ing to wind up in the same 
place as the last one — on the 
putting room floor. 
Two years ago, a group called 
Marters for a Moral America, 
an offshoot of the Citizens for 
Goldwater-Miller, withdrew at 
the last moment a campaign 
film called “Choice” which fea­ 
tured topless bathing suits, por­ 
nography and street violence. 
This year,

Republican 
Congressional Committee hired 
a New York film studio, New- 
spix Inc., to produce a movie 
for nationwide viewing, and it 
came up wth a 30-minute fea­ 
ture called “What’a Going On 
Here?” 
Like “Choice,” it included 
pictures of crime and violence, 
and of the Viet Nam war, inter­ 
spersed 
with 
statements 
by 
President Johnson 
and other 
administration officials, plus a 
narration by actor Raymond 
Massey. 
But the premiere showing last 
week, for selected high GOP 
officials, drew few favorable 
reviews, and the congressional 
committee has been busy since 
tryig to salvage as much of its 


$45,000 investment as possible. 
Although the film is still 
scheduled to be shown Sunday 
ou the National Broadcasting 
Co. television network, it has 
been cut sharply, with a talk by 
former Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon added to fill out the 
half hour. NBC gave Republi­ 
cans and Democrats a half hour 
of free time on Sunday. 
GOP officials said Thursday 
night they 
were 
reassessing 
parts of the film involving the 
President in view of the chief 
executive’s announcement of his 
impending surgery. 
The controversy over the film 
erupted Tuesday when Demo­ 
cratic National Chairman John 
M. Bailey, noting two newspa­
